New York.—Take the average raur-

the" seeming Inevitable. Like a thing 
whose spirit Las already crossed the 
border-line, from life to death, he 
mechanically waits for the end, some- 
times' moaning, sometimes praying. 
' tut always waiting—waiting for the 
execationer to beckon him forth. 
. 
Nowhere can a more striking con- 


trast .to the above be found than In 
the amazing and even brilliant fight 
of Lawyer Albert T. Patrick against 
the law, his own stock In trade, says 
the New York World. 


Arrested in February. 1J01, for the 


murder of William Marsh Rice, an 
eccentric old millionaire who had 
been found dead fire ( months pre- 
viously 
under 
suspicious- circnm- 


ctanecs In his apartments at No. 500 
Madison avenue, Patrick was tried, 
found gallty and sentenced to die In 
the ielectrie chair In the week of May 
5, 1)02. More than tour years have 
pacstd slace then, and yet Patrick 
is ttill very much alive, and actually 
has a longer lease of life ahead of 
him now than he had on April 7, 190!. 
when tbe grim-death sentence was 
pronounced for the first time opon 
him. 


It Is not the purpose to present on 


this page a review of the celebrated 
Patrick mcrder case, with which 
everybody Is already familiar. This 
article concerns Mr. Patrick alone, 
and the Ingenious wayi In which u< 
is playing a long drawn out game 
against death.and the law, and with 
Us own life'as the (take. 


If Patrick wins, as he really be- 


lieves he win, he win be Indebted 
chiefly to himself as his own 
life- 


saver. If he loses he may go to the 
electric chafr, or he may make an 
entirely cew move calculated to place 
his opponents In the position cf hav- 
ing to play the game all over again.

Patrick "has been forced time after 
time, but by skillful maneuvering he 
has evaded the executioner's hand 
and obtained another respite. As the 
case now stands, Patrick Is safe at

days from the date of Rice's death 
detectives began to shadow Patrick^ 
aad finally, on October I. Patrick 
aad Rlce'i valet, Charles F. Jones. 
were arrested, aot on a charge of 
murder, but for forgery -connected 
with Rice's will and a JI3.000 check 
which Patrick had tried to cash after 
Rice's death. 


On the day following their arrest. 


Patrick and Jones were held In }!(>,• 
000 bail each on the forgery charge. 
The bail was purposely placed at that 
high figure, la order that the two 
prisoners might be detained while 
the 
Investigation 
of the 
circum- 


stances surrounding the mysterious 
death of Mr. Rice could be probed. 


Had Been Poisoned. 


Then, while Patrick acd Jones were 


endeavoring to get somebody to hail 
them out, the police 
and coroner 


worked hard to solve the murder mys- 
tery. 
On October 17 the result of 


the analysis of Rice's body was an- 
nounced, showing that the aged mil- 
lionaire had'been poisoned. 


Next the police ' turned their at- 


tention to Vilet Jones. They *th'rj- 
degreed* him for thee days, and then 
he told them what they already sus- 
pected: Patrick had murdered Rice. 
Two days later Jones made a still 
more detailed confession, shouldering 
all the guilt on Patrick to save his 
own neck. Having done that, Jones 
cut his throat in prison, but the po- 
ll ee doctors stitched up the gash 
and saved him for further 
confes- 
sions. 


Then, suddenly, on February 13, 


Patrick made his first move to get 
Oct. The bail, $10.000, necessary to 
liberate him, was produced, and Pat- 
rick had already left his cell and was 
almost free, when orders came to re- 
fsse the ball and'put Patrick back 
Ia his celt Two days later Patrick 
was formally charged with the taur 
der of Rice and held without bail 
pending a tearing. 


Events In Patrick's case came swift- 


ly after this. On April J Jones de- 
clared that Patrick had admitted to 
his lawyers In Jones' presence, that 
he had killed Rice. On April 1* Pat- 
rick was remanded en the charge of

Exactly 
ona month later Patrick catered a 
plea of not guilty and prepare! fcr 
hi* trial. 


Cs October II. when more thaa a 


year had passed since tht death ot 
Rice, Patrick'* lawyers went Into 
court and made a motion for their 
client's release oa tha ground that 
two trial terms had passed without 
the district attorney, bringing Patrick 
to trial This potion was denied. 


Another month went by. and then 


Patrick's office boy. who bad gone to 
Germany, 
returned and confessed 


that he bad bought poison for Patrick 
before the death of Rice. The clos- 
ing; act of 1M1 came on December 9. 


hen Patrick made another effort to 


He obtained 
a writ of habeas corpus and demanded 
that be be either tried or released 
on ball.

sides. Then new triefs had to be 
prepared, and all this took up con- 
siderable time. 


Patrick's lawyers bad six months 


from the date of the notice of appeal 
fa which to present their case to 
the court.

previous went before the court of ap- 
peals and asked for an extension to 
January 15. within which to file Pat-
